of graft exposures in government 
affairs are beginning to chow up. 
Chairman Benson of the shipping 
board announces that evidence has 
been secured by officers of hit-de- 
partment, which call for criminal 
prosecution. The boaxd will insti- 
tute proceedings itself, it is announ- 
ced. Testimony was given before 
the shippine board that 10 per cent 
of the ;7,0(f;,000 ihipping board re- 
pair bill was graft pore and simple. 
The "allegation was made by Char- 
les Banzahf, a' traveling auditor of 
the board. Means by which the al- 
leged "fr»ft" was made possible, 
the witness testified, included lack 
of inspectors, failure to -cheek re- 
pair work, overcharge for laaterials' 
and:labor and unnecessary repairs.
